Big Dredge Moves 
Through WPB Canal 


Motor traffic over the temporary 
bridge spanning the West Palm 
Beach Canal at Canal Point was 
halted for approximately three 
hours from 10:30 a. m. to 1:30 p. 
m. Tuesday while the middle sec- 
tion of the bridge was removed to 
allow passage of the Gahagan Con- 
struction Company’s big suction 
dredge up the canal enroute to 
the L-7 project four miles east of 
‘Twenty-Mile Bend and dredging 
work in the Central and South 
Florida Flood Control program. 

The dredge tied up at the mouth 
of the West Palm Beach Canal 
Saturday morning ‘after a two- 
week trip from Charleston, S. C., 
via the intra-coastal waterway. It 
was accompanied by two barge 
tenders, ond- which was loaded 
with more than 300. sections of 24- 
inch dredging pipe. Five farm to- 
market bridges between Canal 
Point and Twenty-Mile Bend also 
had to be moved to make way for 
the huge dredge and its barges.

Giant Land Deal 
In Collier County + 


EVERGLADES—Barron Collier, 
Jr. and Miles Collier report the 
sale of almost one-third of the vast 
Collier holdings to the Gerry fam- 
ily of New York for approximate- 
ly, $4,000,000. 


Announcement of the transac- 
tion was made jointly by the Col- 
lier_brothers and Elbridge, Henry 
and Edward Gerry. 


All of the land sold is in Collier 
County, except about 6,000 acres in 
southern Lee County and 12,800 
acres in southern Hendry County. 


Roughly the land is in two 
blocks, one in the western part of 
Collier, County between Bonita 
Springs and Naples, east of the 
Tamiami Trail; the other in east- 
ern Collier County from the Hen- 
ary County. line south to Monroe 
County. 


The new purchasers have argan- 
ized four Florida corporations for 
the properties and plan to proceed 
immediately to develop part of the 
holdings. 


A large block will be used for 
agricultural operation and the pro- 
duction of cattle while other por- 
tions will be opened for outside 
development. 


Offices representing the new 
holdings will be’ opened at Naples. 

Commenting on the sale, the 
Collier brothers said they decided 
to dispose of part of their holdings 
because their million acres were 
far more than they could actively 
develop with’ the resources at their 
command. 


Last January the Collier broth- 
ers obtained a loan of $1,500,000 
from the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society of the United States for 
a, land improvement and cultiva- 
tion program. The company will 
finance an additional $1,500,000 
over a six-year period.
